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March’s  Agricultural  Trade  Surplus 
Drops-The  U.S.  agricultural  trade 
surplus  fell  more  than  $300  million  in 
March.  Exports  fell  $1 1 1  million  and 
imports  rose  $227  million.  As  a  result, 
the  trade  surplus  fell  1 8  percent  to  $1 .6 
billion.  With  half  of  fiscal  1992  complet¬ 
ed,  the  trade  surplus  stood  at  $1 0.7 
billion.  Although  this  cumulative  surplus 
was  $2  billion  higher  than  in  1 991 ,  it  was 
only  slightly  above  fiscal  1990’s  $10.3 
billion. 

Exports  Fall  Slightly-The  value  of  U.S. 
agricultural  exports  fell  slightly  in  March 
as  soybeans,  wheat,  corn,  and  soybean 
meal  fell.  Cotton,  rice,  meat,  and  horti¬ 
cultural  product  exports  rose  slightly.  At 
$3.7  billion,  March  exports  were  only  3 
percent  below  February.  However, 
compared  with  12  months  earlier, 
exports  were  slightly  higher.  March  1992 
export  value  was  $77  million  above 
March  1991. 

Cumulatively,  exports  reached  a  near¬ 
record  $22.5  billion  during  the  first  half  of 
fiscal  1992.  October-March  exports 
were  $2  billion  above  year-earlier 
levels,  and  the  highest  since  1981 ’s 
record  $24  billion.  October-March  wheat 
exports  rose  the  most  compared  with 
1 991 ,  climbing  more  than  $900  million. 
Soybean  exports  rose  $690  million  and 
horticultural  exports  rose  $430  million. 
Exports  of  corn  and  cotton  fell. 

Soybean  exports  fell  30  percent,  to  $390 
million,  in  March.  The  $164  million 
decline  prevented  soybeans  from  being 
the  largest  single  agricultural  export  for 
the  first  time  in  5  months.  Exports 
dropped  seasonally  as  U.S.  supplies 
shrank  and  overseas  buyers  began 
concentrating  on  Southern  Hemisphere 
producers.  However,  exports  nearly 
matched  year-ago  levels  in  March  1991. 

At  $393  million,  com  became  the  largest 
U.S.  agricultural  export  in  March.  Corn 
exports  slipped  $33  million,  to  $393 
million,  as  export  volume  fell  slightly. 
Shipments  to  the  former  Soviet  Union  fell 
400,000  tons.  Exports  were  higher  to 
the  European  Community  and  Mexico. 
Japan  remained  the  largest  market  for 
U.S.  corn  in  March,  with  shipments 
totaling  1  million  tons. 


Wheat  exports  fell  $34  million  in  March 
as  a  300,000  ton  loss  in  export  volume 
more  than  offset  higher  prices.  Rising 
domestic  U.S.  wheat  prices  in  the 
months  preceding  March  drove  the  per 
ton  value  of  U.S  wheat  exports  to  its 
highest  since  August  1990.  However, 
export  volume  was  1 1  percent  lower 
compared  with  February  at  2.8  million 
tons.  Shipments  to  the  former  Soviet 
Union  fell  1 40,000  tons,  but  it  remained 
the  largest  customer  in  March. 

Shipments  were  also  lower  to  Pakistan 
and  China. 

U.S.  cotton  exports  were  higher  in  March 
as  increased  volume  more  than  offset  a 
decline  in  prices.  Cotton  export  value 
rose  $24  million  to  $263  million.  Export 
volume  rose  5  percent  between  February 
and  March,  but  March  1992  volume  was 
32  percent  below  Maj-cb  1991’s.  Monthly 
export  volumes  havebeen  below  year 
earlier  levels  virtually 'SVery  month  of 
fiscal  1992  as  overseas-buyers  delayed 
purchases  in  anticipation' of  lower  prices. 

Imports  Near  Record-Imports  rose  as 
coffee,  meat,  and  fruit  ahd  vegetable 
imports  rose  seasonally.  Import  value 
rose  12  percent  to  $2.1  billion,  the 
second  highest  monthly  import  value 
ever.  March  is  typically  the  highest 
month  of  the  year  for  imports,  and,  in 
addition,  the  first  half  of  fiscal  1 992  has 
seen  the  highest  October-March  imports 
of  any  fiscal  year.  October-March 
imports  were  $460  million  higher  in  1992 
than  during  the  same  period  one  year 
earlier. 


Exported  Share  of  Agricultural 
Production  Declining-The  exported 
share  of  U.S.  production  fell  to  an 
estimated  16  percent  in  fiscal  1991 
(table  4).  This  was  the  second 
consecutive  decline  for  export’s  share 
of  production,  and,  for  the  second 
consecutive  year,  falling  bulk  exports 
were  the  cause.  For  high-value 
products  (HVP),  the  exported  share  of 
production  in  1991  again  rose  to  a 
record  high.  While  the  exported  share 
of  bulk  products  fell  from  37  percent  to 
32  percent,  the  share  for  HVP  rose 
from  8.6  percent  to  9.2  percent. _
